1) To applicant' argument that reference by Drewery et a! (US Patent No. 6.287,435) is identified as related document in the present 
application, examiner responds that Drewery et al reference was published (on 9/1 1/2001) more than 12 months before the filing date of 
present application (8/18/2003), and is therefore a valid reference. 

2) Regarding Claim 36: 

a) in the last line of the presently amended claim 36. the words 'at least one other surface" appears to be redundant and thus may please 

be deleted. , u * 

b) In response to applicant's argument that the examiner has combined an excessive number of references, reliance on a large number or 
references in a rejection does not. without more, weigh against the obviousness of the claimed invention. See In re Gorman, 933 F.2d 
982, 18 USPQ2d 1885 (Fed. Cir. 1991), In this case more than one reference was used in view of multiple limitations pertaining to 
different parts of the upper source shield that were included in a single claim (claim 36). 

c) regarding applicant s contention of "no prima face case of obviousness" for claim 36. examiner responds that the references (Drewery 
et al. Gopalraja et al, Miller et al) when combined teach the claim limitations. Regarding the claim limitation pertaining to "mounting 
element having a mating surface coupled to the outer surface of sloped ring", examiner responds that in Gopalraja et al (Figure 7), the 
mounting element 251 is "coupled" to outer surface of sloped ring (through the outer surface of top ring portion - in a broad sense). 
Further, Miller et al also teach that upper shield 64 can have different configurations (examples Figures 3A. 3B) as per process related 
factors (would include particle contamination factors also) and plasma density considerations. Thus the cited references read on claim 36 
limitations. 
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
